“I yield to no one in my love of 
peace, in my hatréd of war, and in 
my earnest desire to avoid war. I be- 
lieve that we have made great strides 
toward peace within the last decade. 
NoonethatI know of goes further in 
faver of settling international contro- 
versies by arbitration than I do, and if 
I have my way and am able to secure 
the assent of other powers, I shall 
submit to the senate arbitration trea- 
ties broader in their terms than any 
that body has heretofore ratified, and 
broader than any that now exist be- 
tween the nations. In laying down 
my office, 1 could leave no greater 
claim to the gratitude of my country- 
men than to have secured such trea- 
ties, but I cannot. permit myself, in 
the enthusiastic desire to secure uni- 
versal peace, to blind’ myself to the 
possibilities of war. We have not 
reached the time when we Can count 
on the settlement of all international 
controversies by the arbitration of a 
tribunal. 

“I welcome most highly the raplidly- 
increasing ranks of the advocates of 

e. They help to form a public 
opinion of thé world that is, with 
appreciable progress, forcing nations to 
a settlement of quarrels by negotia- 
tions or a peace tribunal. When ad- 
judication by arbitral court shall be 
accepted, the motive for armament 
will disappear. But we cannot hope 
to bring about such a condition for 
decades. ; 

“Meantime we must face the facts 
and see conditions ag they are. Some 
earnest advocates of peace weaken 
tnéir advocacy by failing to do this. 
War is still a possibility; and a presi- 
dent, senator or congressman who ig- 
nores jt as something against which 
proper precautions should be taken, 
subjects himself in time of peace to 
the just criticism of all reasonable 
men. and when war comes and finds

Manchester ts no 
more a junction point or competitive, 
or basing point, and is no more enti- 
tled to competitive rates than is Mil- 
len, Gordon or Ft. Valley, and Smith- 
ville Barnesville or Griffin on the Cen- 
tral. Manchester is simply a local 
station where the A., B & A. forks: 
one fork running to Birmingham and 
the other to Atlanta. Griffin so far 
as the Central is concerned is the 
point where that road forks; one fork 
running to Chattanooga and the other 
to Atlanta. 

Manchaster a local station 80 miles 
from Atlanta gets Atlanta rates while 
Griffin 44 miles from Atlanta is com- 
pelied under the basing point system 
to pay the Atlanta rate plus the rate 
back to Griffin. In other words, Man- 
chester pays $1.05 where Griffin pays 
$1.14. Griffin has worked for a full 
generation and spent a large fortune 
to get what Manchester got without 
cost and secretly. When considered in 
connection with what is actually done 
for Griffin which is in fact a junction 
point, having two railroads, the fa-/} 
voritism shown to Manchester is not 
only unlawful, but morally outrageous. 

Then a2 Paper Town. 

Two years ago, Manchester was a 
paper town; it is now said to have a 
population of nearly 2,000, and no 
doubt is beginning to invade the terri- 
tory of Atlanta, and sooner or later 
Atlanta wholesale merchants will 
probably have to establish branch 
houses there to hold their trade. 

Manchester is no more a junction 
point than Union Point, Camak or 
Barnett, on the Georgia railroad, or 
Lula on the Southern. or Lawrenceville 
on the. Seaboard, and dozens of other 
places that might be mentioned. 

The transportation distance from 
New York to Manchester is 506 miles: 
to Talbotton, 488 miles. The rate from 
New York to Talbotton is $1.30. and 
the rate to Manchester $1.05. Chaly- 
beate Springs is 505 miles from New 
York and, on account of its proximity 
to Manchester, which pays $1.05, this 
fortunate town tis given a rate of $1.20 
per hundred pounds. 

When complaint !s made to the inter- 
state commerce 
new law, the secret advantage which 
is being enjoyed by Manchester must 
be broken up, or every other place be- 
tween Atlanta and the sea must be 
reduced to the level of Atlanta rates, 
as has been done in the case of Man- 
chester. 

Hundreds of local stations in Georgia 
must have their rates reduced, or the 
act of congress in the hands of the 
interstate commerce commission will 
simply prove a nullity. 

Griffin, which now pays $1.14, must 
be reduced to $1.05, and so must the 
rates of Jonesboro, Barnesville, For- 
syth and Thomaston. Senola, which 
pays $1.38. must have its rates reduced 
to $1.05; Woodbury must be reduced 
from $1.20 to $1,05: Chalybeate Springs, 
from $1.20 to $1.05; Talbotton. from 
$1.30 to $1.05; Montezuma, from $1.23 
to $1.05, and so on through a list 
which would probably include 500 ship- 
ping points within the state of Georgia.

UHANGES CARTER 


Referring to Election of 


Senators by People. 


Washington, January 21.—Northern 
senators who support the pending 
resolution providing for the election of 
senators by popular vote were changed 
with ignorance by Senator Carter, of 
Montana, in a speech today, and south- 
ern senators with a scheme to saddle 
constitutionally the disfranchisement 
of negro voters upon the country. 

He contended that the _ resolution 
when sent to the 
ciary, carried only the simple proposi- 
tion of having senators elected by di- 
rect vote and that the other proposi- 
tion had been adopted as a “rider” in 
order to get the support of senators 
who favored giving to legislatures the 
right of disfranchising negroes. 

Plain Speech Needed, Says Carter. 

“The occasion demands plain speech 
and forbids evasion,’ said Mr. Carter. 
‘Centain senators, not content with the 
success obtained in suppressing the 
negro vote through a curious vamety 
of state constitutional provisions and 
legislative devices, now seek absolute- 
ly to deprive the general government 
of all power to protect the election of 
members of the senate from such 
fraud, violence or corrupttion as may 
taint a senatorial election north or 
south.”’ 

He said adoption of the amendment 
would give substantial though limited 
national sanction to the disfranchise- 
of negroes in the southern states. 

‘In their disfranchisement,” said Mr. 
“we now passively acquiesce, 
but with this supine attitude some sen- 
ators are not content; they ask us ac- 
tually to strip congress of the power 
to question election methods and ac- 
tions in so far as the election of United 
States senators may be concerned, and 
by way of irfducement to'‘congress and 
the nation to consent to the permanent 
suppression of more than a million 
votes at elections to choose senators, 
they will co-operate in the adoption of 
a constitutional amendment providing 
for the election for United States sen- 
ators by a direct vote of the people.” 

Perplexing Problems For South. 

Mr. Carter admitted that perplexing 
questions confront the people of the 
south, but warned the senators sup- 


porting the proposed constitutional lim- 


itations “that they had better allow 
time and a tolerant public sentiment 
to aid in the solution of certain prob- 
lems rather than to invite the country 
to give constitutional sanction to 
expedients which every 
patriotic citizen must earnestly pray 
may not long be deemed necessary in 
the south.” 

The senator recalled the Lodge elec- 
tion bill, its defeat and the reaction 
that “swept practically every section 
of the old federal election laws from 
the statute books, but there the re- 
action stopped and the country settled 
down in patience for a period of re-

The story of the death of Mrs. Ocey 
Wardlaw Martin Snead, the young 
woman body was found 
a bath tub, in a strange cottage, was 
partly revealed today in of 
Oyer and Terminer, in Newark, before 
Judge Ten Eyck, during the argument 
of counsel as to the sentence to be im- 
posed on Caroline B. Martin, the girl's 
mother. Mrs. Martin pleaded “non 
vult” to manslaughter about a week 
ago, protesting that while she was re- 
sponsible for her daughter's death, she 
had not meant to be. Samuel Kalisch, 
counsel for Mrs. Martin, addressed the 
court today with a plea for mercy. 
The Facts in the Casc. 

“Mrs. Martin,” he said, “has never 
made an admission of Knowing that 
her act might lead to her daughter's 
death, even in the statement which she 
made to the prosecutor of the pleas, and 
which led him to accept her pela of 
manslaughter. 

“The facts are these: 

“On the date beforé her death, No- 
vember 28, 1909, Ocey Snead was very 
ill. She had refused food. She could 
not sleep. She sat much of the day 
with her head bowed in her lap ap- 
parently only half conscious. 

‘Mrs. Martin administered morphine 
to induce sleep. In the woman's weak- 
ened condition her heart action was 
unduly affected. To produce a shock 
which would arouse her and overcome 
the influence of the drug, she filled 
the Bath tub partly full of cold water 
and laid the girl in it. The remedy 
was not efficacious. The girl died. 

‘Half crazed with terror and grief, 
Mrs. Martin fled from the house and 
hid herself in New York. It was not 
an unnatural action in a woman of her 
highly emotional temperament.” 

View of the Prosecutor. 

Prosecutor Wilbur A. Mott made &a 
long address in explanation of willing- 
ness to accept the plea of manslaugh- 
ter. At first he said “under the weird 
circumstances surrounding the case lI 
could not believe otherwise than that 
there was a deliberate conspiracy to 
bring about the poor girl's death for 
the sake of insurance on her Hfe. The 
three seemed to me like three buzzards 
hanging over a dying dog, waiting for 
it to die.” 

But in view of his frequent con- 
versation with the prisoner and her 
sister, his study of their unhappy fam- 
ily life in late years, their morbid fear 
of a scandal which would affect the 
family’s high standing in their south- 
ern home, and Mrs. Martin's apparently 
frank relation to the circumstances of 
the girl’s death, his view of crime had 
been changed. He could understand 
the desire to hide Ocey Snead'’s infirm- 
ity from public view. He could under- 
stand the mother’s desire to hide after 
her daughter’s death. . He believed her 
story. Sentence will be imposed on 
Monday.

They have 
underwritten insurances for many hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars at the 
handsome premium of 30 per cent 
against the postponement of the coro- 
nation on account of a birth tin the 
royal family. Such a pdstponement 
would mean heavy loss to thousands of 
London tradesmen who are now mak- 
ing arrangements for the goods re- 
quired for the festivities; and they 
thus may be said to have a legitimate 
insurable interest. It doesn't matter 
to the brokers on Lloyd's, however. 
whether there is any insurable inter- 
est or,not. They will write a risk on 
any imaginable combination of cir- 
cumstances, if only the premium offer- 
ed is high enough to tempt them. 

They were hard hit when the late 
King Edward died. His iliness was 
so unexpected and the medical bulle- 
tions for the first day were so hopeful 
that the brokers accepted risks at a 
premium as low as 10 per cent. One 
enterprising American storekeeper in 
London had a large stock of prayer 
books containing the prayer for King 
Edward. Of course, these became un- 
saleable as soon as King George as- 
cended the throne, but the storekeep- 
er had insured at a 10 per cent pre- 
mium on the first day of the king’s 
lliness and he made a handsome profit 
by the transaction. He had also been 
shrewd enough to buy up all the float- 
ing stock of black goods in the market 
and he insured them, too, against the 
event of the king’s recovery. He lost 
his premium on that transaction, but

Of course, a lot of the insurance 
business done at Lloyd’s is perfectly 
legitimate, but a lot of it is pure 
gambling. I don’t suppose any of the 
brokers has the actuarial calculations 
on the probability of twins being born 
athis finger tius, so that any premium 
he may quote is just a bet. In the 
Same way race track gamblers often 
get cold feet and insure themselves at 
Lloyd's against doss. It is difficult to 
see how the broker who akes a risk 
of this kind differs from an ordinary 
bookmaker. <A couple of years ago a 
plunger who made up his mind to try 
to break the bank at Monte Carlo in- 
sured himself against being cleaned 
out. He came back in a couple of 
months for his money. 

A common form of gambling at 
Lloyd's is indulged in by persons who 
think they have inside information as 
to the chancellor of the excequer’s 
intentions about new taxation when 
he introduces the yearly budget. They 
insure against a rise or a fall in the 
tea tax, although they have no more 
than a drinker’s interest in the price 
of tea, or they bet that the income tax 
will be higher or lower. During the 
recent rubber boom a lIot of persons 
found it more exciting to insure at 
Lloyd’s against a rise in the price of 
rubber than to take a flier in the rub- 
ber share market. I know men who 
before, they, go on a journey take out 
a policy either against an accident or 
against there being no accident. In 
fact, if you have the money you can 
find someone at Lloyd's to take either 
side of‘/any gamble you propose.

With returns fairly complete from 
twenty-one out of twenty-six counties, 
officials of republican headquarters 
give the majority for the constitution 
as 17,253. -° 

The vote was light, legs than 50,000 
ballots being cast. There was no or- 
ganized opposition to the constitution, 
though in some sections the temper- 
arice people fought it bitterly. With 
few exceptions the leading men in both 
republican and democratic parties 
worked to bring out the vote for the 
constitution, though among the demo- 
crats there was a considerable num- 
ber who opposed ratification because 
of the absence of provisions for the 
initiative and recall. 

In the larger towns big majorities 
for the constitution were the rule. 
Albuquerque gave 1,080; Santa Fe, 
1,228, and Las Vegas, 628 majority for 
ratification.

The charge of conspiracy, he 
claimed, could not hold, because no 
law governing the handling of second- 
clases mail matter had been violated.

TREMORS RECORDED 
AT LOYOLA COLLEGE 


Records Same as Those Made 
During Upheaval in Rus- 
sian Turkestan.

New Orleans, January 21.—Continu- 
ous preliminary earth tremors have 
been recorded by the seismograph at 
Loyola college since 3 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon.

The Boiler and the Body. 
(From The Popular Magazine.) 
The boiler has a certain tempera- 
ture’ corresponding with the working 
pressure it is desirable to use, and 

for which it was constructed. 

The body has its normal tempera- 
ture; any variation above or below 
this means too high bodily pressure. 
or a reduced vitality. 

The fuel put into a boiler should 


|}be that which !t is designed to burn. 


Differently constructed bollers will not 
economically burn the same fuel. 

The body should receive the food it 
is best able to assimilate. Diverse 
constitutions require diverse nourish- 
ment. 

A boiler should be fired with small, 
equal quantities of fuel at stated in- 
tervals; large masses irregularly fed 
are fata] to satisfactory results. 

The body should be fed similarly; 
overloading the storhach produces im- 
perfect digestion, and deranges our 
physical systems. 


Boilers, are insulated by brickwork, mers 
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cellular asbestos, etc., to prevent loss 
of heat by radiation. 

Cellular tissue and fat aid in main- 
taining our normal temperature. 

Some boilers well designed produce 
good results with a small fuel con- 
sumption; others are less economical. 
The more perfect the boiler the less 
the consumption of fuel. 

Some individua’s are so constituted 
that they exist on small quantities of 
food: others in the same circumstances 
consume much more. The more per- 
fect the physical development the less 
the food required.

The Concentration of Profits. 

In “Masters of Capital in America,” 
in the January McClure’s, John Moody 
and George Kibbe Turner tell the 
story of railroad contro) and also of 
the concentration of railroad profits 
among a few men. 

“In the meanwhile, it was not con- 
trol alone that was centering; it was 
profits. This was absolutely inherent 
in the procesg that was going on. The 
strong railroads were buying stocks 
by selling their own bonds. It was 
good business to sell a 4 per cent se- 
curity to buy one that could be made 
to pay 6; and buy it at x cost which 
would make it yield 8 and 10 per cent 
on the i. estment. One thing was 
continually happening; the amount of 
stocks In the hands of the public were 
growing relatively smaller all the 
time, and the amount of bonds always 
larger. 

“From 1893 to 1906 the amount of 
stocks in the hands of the public in- 
creased only one-eighth. The stocks 
in the hands of railroads were almost 
five times as great in 1906 as in 1893. 
In 1906 the railroads held almost half 
of the stocks in the hands of the pub- 
lic principally by bonds. And even 
when stocks of strong companies were 
issued to buy other stocks, the amount 
of stocks in public hands wes sti!) re- 
duced. For ome share of a strong 
company sold at par or more would 
pay for two shares, more or less, in, 
the weaker roads, and withdraw from 
public ownership. 

“A stockholder ig an owner in a 
property; a bondholder is a creditor. 
So the general public was losing 
steadily its ownership in American 
railroads and becoming simply a credi- 
tor. This condition was not confined 
to railroads. It was a movement that 
was going on in all the great indus- 
tries of the country. 

“Now, by this process, the profits of 
ownership were concentrated into a 
comparatively smaller body of stock: 
but they were still more concentrated 
into. the stocks of the dominant com- 
panies, which held the controlling in- 
terest in the smaller ones. For ex- 
ample, the hundred-per-cent profit 
from $90,000,000 of Southern Pacific 
stock bought at about 50, and the 60 
per cent profit from $80,000,000 of 
Northern Pacific bought at about par, 
all centereg In the $300,000,000 stock of 
the Union Pacific. 

“And, last of all, the profits fo- 
cused afain upon the group of men 
who controlled the main property. It 
was not only that they hela great 
blocks of dominant stocks through a 
rising market, but their information, 
as managers, continually showed them 
when it wag wise to buy and to sell. 

“Fortunes like Harriman’s as $76,- 
000,000 and $100,000,000 made in a dec- 
ade—growths such as came to the 
allies of Morgan in the Northwest 
from the Great Northern, which gave a 
group of men each scores oi milliong— 
seem themselves almost miracles. 
To many they seem so abnormal as 
to be credited only to criminal meth- 
ods. As a matter of fact. they are 
simply products of an inevitable logi- 
cal process of concentration that had 
taken place in American railroads for 
the past half century.” :

One promi- 
nent commission house was offering 
crude in 50-tank lots at 4&%c. “Lead- 
ing interests at the close were confi- 
dent of a still lower crude oil mar- 
ket.

The first message was to the Asso- 
ciated Press representative, and its 
text was known only to the writer. 
Lieutenant Beck tucked it away in his 
pocket, and did not open the paper 
until he reached an altitude of 500 feet. 

The airship was at times about 2% 
miles from the field while the officer 
was flashing communications to the 
wireless station, and the _ receivin 
operator stated that no difficulty woul 
have been had in reading the message 
had the distance been 20 miles.

LEADER OF 250, 000 TRAINMEN - 
OPPOSES LOW RAILROAD RATES 


+> 


P. H. Morrissey, president of the 
American Railroad Employees’ As- 
sociation and representing 250,000 men 
engaged in different branches of rail- 
road work, is working energetically 
On the side of the railroad companies 
in the fight being made to prevent an 
increase of freight rates. Organized 
railroad labor “generally favors higher 
rates. Mr. Morrissey, appearing be- 
fore the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, advocated an increase in freight 
rates throughout the country. Mr. 
Morrissey says: “In no other industry 
in our country is labor so largely em- 
ployed and none in which so large a 
proportion of its gross earnings goes 
directly to labor. Labor got $1,005,- 
349,958 from the railroads in 1909, 
about 41 per cent of thelr gross earn- 
ings. In other words, it received 41! 
cents of every dollar earned by the 
railways. It is estimated that labor 
wil) get at least $80,000,000 more when 
the increases for 1910 are added 
Manufacturing gave its labor but 21 
per cent of its gross earnings in 1905, 
the last year for which we find any 
statistics, and agriculture, the greatest 


of all our industries, gives such an in- 
significant percentage to labor that it 


is not worth while to mention it in 
comparison. These active operating 
employees get in a comparative labor 
sense ‘good pay.” They deserve it. 
They will continue to ask for more if

To build a highway from Virginia to Georgia may at first thought seem to 
be an impossible and impracticable proposition, but as one begins to study the 
problera and to travel over what will be the right-of-way of the highway it 
will be seen that the construction of this road is not only possible but prac- 
tieabia_ 

Such a road when completed would undoubtedly rank among the greatest 
scenic highways of the world, and it would soon become one of the chief 
attractions of this courtry, ranking in interest and importance wi the 
Yosemite Valley, of California; the Grand Canon, of Arizona; the Yellow Stone 
Park, of Wyoming; Crawford Notch, of New Hampshire, and the Palisades of 
the Hudson. We are justified in making this claim when it is realized that the 
Seuthern Appalachian mountains are considered by travelers who have visited 
most of the mountain regions of this country and Europe to be one of the 
most beautiful sections of the world.

It Hes on the western shofe, at 
the southern end, within a mile or so 
of the Horns of Hattin,-where it is 
said Christ delivered the Sermon on 
the Mount. It is only @ short ride by 
boat from where the Jordan flows out 
to the Dead sea, and from Semak, 
where the railroad now goes north on 
its way from Haifa to Damascus. 

The city was the capital of Galilee, 
and it was at the height of its pros- 
perity when Christ was 
pernaum. It was founded by Herod 
Antipas, the son of Herod, the baby 
killer, and was named after the Roman 
emperor Tiberius. It was constructed 
while Christ was living in Nazareth, 
and was a new and thrivine city dur- 
ing His residence at Capernaum. It its 
doubtful that He ever visited it, for 
the BibTe does not mention Hts doine 
so. 

Tiberius had a palace and a race 
course in those days and after the de- 
struction of Jerusalem it became the 
chief seat of the Jewish nation. It is 
still one of the three holy cities of the 
Jews, and it has many Israelites among 
citizens They go about in long 
coats and caps bound with fur, and are 
noted for their plety and for their 
knowledge of the Talmud. Many 
the Jews are Spaniards who have come 
to live on account of the holiness 
of the city. 

Tiberias in 1910. 

The Tiberias of 1910 is not attract- 
ive. It is @ mass of gray stone and 
brick buildings, with flat roofs painted 
white. The streets are narrow, dirty 
and filthy, and the Arabs have a say- 
ing that the king of the fleas lives 
here. he human population is some- 
thing like 8,000, of whom about two- 
thirds are Jews and the remainder Mo- 
hammedans and Christians. The Jews 
have ten synagogues, and there i!s 
also a Mohammedan mosque. The 
northern limits of the place are marked 
by the ruins of the Roman town, and 
the remains of its walls and a gate 
are still standing. 

There are hot springs on the shores 
of the lake a half mile from the city 
which are still used and which were 
famous in the times of the Romans. 
They are in many respects similar to 
those of Carlsbad, the waters contain- 
ing sulphur, chloride of magnesia and 
iron. They are good for skin diseases, 
and if they were under American man- 
agement might be made to pay well. 
One of the most interesting and valu- 
able institutiens in this city is the hos- 
pital belonging to the Scottish mis- 
sionaries, and managed by Dr. Tor- 
rence, of Edinburgh. It has thousands 
of patients a year, and is doing great 
good. 
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Cana of Galilee. 

I came here from Nagareth, riding 
over the mountains of Galilee in acar- 
riage. The road is fairly good, al- 
though it is up or down hill all the 
way. About six miles from Nazareth

[I also visited the spring at Cana. 
There is only one, and it must have 
been from there that the water which 
was turned into wine was drawn. Four 
camels, six sheep and two cows were 
drinking at it as I stopped, and a half 
dozen girls with water bags were 
waiting for their family supply. It is 
probable that Cana was much larger 
and more prosperous in the days of 
our Savior than now.

The Ocean. 


(Editor{al tn Collier's for January %) 
Familiarity of long standing with 
the sea breeds, not contempt, to be 
sure—for mariners are the most cau- 
tious of men—but indifference to much 
its significance. “Long experience 
leads us to accept the sea as a 
matter of course, like buttered toast 
for breakfast. In these days, when a 
turbine flyer crosses the Atlantic in

The Cherokee Club has 115 active 
members, with an honorary list of six- 
teen. It does its work through com- 
mittees, of which there are twelve— 
art, civic improvement, education, 
household economics, lyceum, library, 
music, press, social service and travel- 
ing library, 

These committees, with their active 
chairmen, have done good work during 
the past year. The civic improvement 
committee, with the help of some of the 
citizens, has brought about better san- 
itary conditions in our city. 

In August we had a general cleaning 
day, and the Cherokee Club paraded 
the town in automobiles, with brooms, 
and wound up with a sweeping of the 
park. A playground hks also been 
started, and partly fitted up, for the 
children of the town. 

Through our chairman of education, 
we have contributed $10 to the Cass 
Station Model school, $5 to the Stu- 
dents’ Aid Fund, besides magazines 
and pictures to the different schools. 

Our library is growing steadily; we 
now have 1,200 volumes on our shelves, 
besides many magazines.

An unusually well attended and en- 
thusiastic meeting of the City Feder- 
ation of Bainbridge Clubs was held 
on January 11, Mrs. J. I. Subers pre-

all good. 

Especially encouraging in a finan- 
clal way was the report of the house 
committee. The rest room for out-of- 
town women and children, which has 
peen maintained for more than a year 
and a half through the federation’s 
efforts, is still meeting with support 
from Bainbridge business men, and &@ 
good collection has just been made for 
the rest room fund. 

The entertainment committee ar- 
ranged for a federation benefit In Jan- 
uary and has secured the promise of 
a visit from Mrs. Hugh M. Willet.

The president gave an interesting 
and helpful account of the state fed- 
eration convention in Athens, outlin- 
ing the work attempted and accom- 
plished by Georgia club women. After 
hearing her address, the city federa- 
tion decided to establish a committee 
on education and to donate at once 
$10 to the students’ aid fund. 

As usual, the city federation took 
up state federation work in which 
their co-operation had been asked. The 
petition sent out by the state ochalir- 
main of the forestry committee, ask- 
ing senatorial support of the White 
Mountain-Appalachian forest reserve 
bill was signed by the city federation 
and forwarded to Senator Terrell. 

The reports of the individual clubs 
of the federation also showed prog- 
ress along civic and educational lines. 

The Civic Improvement Club is 
maintaining three playgrounds for 
@hildren, and in November it held a 
successful] flower show. 

The li rary is in excellent financial 
condition since it was placed on the 
city’s payroll ten months ago. 

The Woman's Club has established a 
labor union committee, and has do- 
nated $5 to the students’ aid fund. 
In December, during the institute, an 
open meeting with the county teachers 
was held, resulting in promised co- 
operation in circulating school libra- 
ries, in securing prompter pay of 
teachers and in fighting tuberculosis. 

The Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union gave a reception to the county 
teachers during institute week, and in- 
terested a number of teachers and 
schools in their temperance efforts and 
medal contests.

On the 23d of September last, the 
Inman Park Students’ Club entered 
upon its eleventh year of study. Dur- 
ing this time we have devoted our- 
selves to the study of history and lit- 
erature. We were organized purely 
as a study club and, while we are ever 
ready to assist when called upon, we 
have never branched out along civic, 
educational or philanthropic lines. 

last year we began the study of 
English literature, and the same sub- 
ject again furnishes our program for 
the year we aré just beginning, for we 
felt, as a club, that several years to 
devote to a subject so inexhaustible 
would not be too much. The work 
this year is to be devoted to critical 
analysis of novels, essays and poems. 

We are members of the State and 
City Federation ,and make our annual 
contribution of $10 to sdme education- 
al institution wherever we feel it is 
most needed.

The first of the series of meeting®s, 
held in December at the Carnegie li 
Drary assembly room, demonstrated 
the wide interest in the subjects dis- 
cussed. The room was crowded, and 
the voluntary talks made by thought- 
ful people, encouraged the manage- 
ment to believe that Atlanta, always 
ready to engage in g00d work, would 
repeat the experience of New York in 
this educational campaign for health 
consideration. 

In New York, the twelve discussions 
planned for the first year, proved so 
inadequate to the demand that this 
year they are doubling on the series, 
holding one in the day and another 
at night. 

The program for the meeting Janu- 
ary 26 is significant, and the names 
of those slated for the discussions be- 
speak a most interesting meeting. 

There will be two papers, one by Dr. 
Lewis Gaines on “Relation of Food to 
Good Health,” discussed by Dr. S&S. A. 
Visankea, Dr. Mary Sweet, Mrs. Rob- 
ert Zahner, Mrs. Harry Moore. Second 
paper, “Food Values—Care of Food in 
Market and Home,” by Dr. E. C. 
Thrash, Mrs. Burton Smith, Mrs. Edgar 
Neely, Mrs. Bolling Jones, Miss Ger- 
trude Guerard. 

As a result of this valuable work 
between the Fulton County Medical 
Association and the Georgia club 
women, valuable extension work has 
already been done. 

Illustrated lectures on tuberculosis 
have been given by two physicians at 
Whittier cotton mills, where there is 
great interest in and appreciation of 
such work, and where they have 
themselves organized a woman's club, 
a most significant pledge of good in 
store for all concerned. 

The same work is being done at the 
Flsas-May mills, and the opportunity 
for presenting practical instruction to 
mothers along these lines cannot be 
overestimated. 

The management desires to urge 
upon mothers and teachers the duty 
and privilege of attending this discus- 
sion of topics so vital to health con- 
servation. 


KINDERGARTEN ASSOCIA- 
TION. 


The officers of the association are 
as follows: President, Mrs. Nellie Pe- 
ters Black; first vice president, Mrs. 
Julius M. Alexander: second vice 
president, Mrs. William M. Nixon; treas- 
urer, Mrs. William G. Raoul: record- 
ing secretary, Mrs. T. A. Hammond:

There have been nine kindergartens 
under the care of the association for 
the year ending April 1, 1910, the latest 
being the Harriet Elvira Hawkes 
kindergarten, which is supported en- 
tirely by Mr. A. K. Hawkes. as a me- 
morial to his mother. One is support- 
ed by the Atlanta Woolen Mills. and 
one by the Exposition Cotton Mills. 

The other six are supported by one 
association, with the assistance last 
year of $600 from the city. The rest 
of the $2,842 spent was raised by dues, 
entertainments and donations. 

We have hoped year by year that 
our city would realize the desirability 
of making the kindergarten a part 
of the public school system. 

Every thinking person knows that 
the state fs only as great as the value 
of each individual citizen, and now that 
the cities have crowded the little ones 
from true gardens, how necessary it 
is to provide this child garden invent- 
ed by the great Frobel, where the in- 
fant mind can begin its development 
under the guidance of a kind and _in- 
telligent instructor. The foundation 
of a building ig considered the most 
important of the structure, and why 
should ft not be so of each citizen? 
What does a college course mean to 
a man or woman without the right 
moral beginning? 

Perhaps when the mothers, as well 
as the fathers, vote we may bring this 
home to our city government. In the 
meantime we struggle op knowing that 
one Kindergarten is better than none 
and perhaps the @ay will come when 
Atlanta has 99 instead of 9. 

There have been 500 children en- 
rolled in the kindergartens of the 
association for the past year. In the 
afternoons the teachers have held sew- 
ing schools and the story home for 
450 children of larger growth. There 
have been 64 meetings’ for mothers 
with an attendance of 300, and in the 
evening 31 entertainments have been 
provided for fathers and mothers and 
the neighborhood Benerally, with an 
attendance of 800. ‘This Kives us a 
total of 1,750 persons who have been 
present in the school rooms during the 
year. In many homes garments have 
Keen distributed, to the number of 
728. The teacers have made 1,600 vis- 
its to the homes of the children and 
have rendered help in cases of sick- 
ness and suffering. A trained nurse has 
given instructions on ‘the Subject of 
tuberculosis and its treatment, So 
our work grows and each year we are 
encouraged to go on by’ the help of 
new friends. |

Our club, at the opening of its fifth 
year, shows a membership of almost 
eighty, already an increase of nearly 
one-third over our last year’s enrof- 
ment, though the winter has hardly 
begun. We feel confident, therefore, 
of a still larger membership before 
the season is over. 

Our work, as we feel, should be two- 
fold: First, we wish to study condi- 
tions which need remedying and find 
what needs to be done and what can 
be done; then we put our earnest ef- 
fort on the active work of improving 
what we can feel can be improved. 
Our program represents the tbeory 
of our work; a topic or series of con- 
nected topics is taken up for study 
at the regular monthly meetings. 

The actual practical work is done | 
by committee. During the last year 
we have been studying for the most 
part the physical welfare of the child | 
and its school environment, which has 
brought up to such questions as milk 
supply, out-of-door schools, proper care 
of epileptic or mentally deficient chil- 
dren, public playgrounds and othérs 
of the same sort. After studying the 
question generally and discussing it, 
we have looked into the local condi- 
tions. Then we have turned to the 
working out of our problem by news- 
paper agitation, by helping the Asso- 
clated charities, by bringing the re- 
sults of our investigations before the 
city government, as has been done in 
several instances this winter. 

Besides this, we have turned our at- 
tention to several minor matters. We 
have worked to establish free lectures 
on a variety of subjects, and by good 
speakers and have succeeded in hold- 
ing three series of such lectures in 
Atlanta at Carnegie library during 
the winter and spring We have es- 
tablished College day to foster the 
college spirit among girls in prepar- 
atory schools, and are carrying it out 
attractively as possible in as many 
towns and cities as we ean reach. 
During the last vear we have made 
a cOllection of pictures of souvenirs 
of many of the colleges, which we are 
hoping to send to all the schools that 
care to show them. 

Our small dues have been just what 
our expenses amounted to-—~postage, 
general branch and federation dues, 
the cost of igyparting our free lec- 
tures and our Christmas work. Shoes 
for school children who would other- 
wise have to stay at home. 

We are all hopeful of a most pros- 
perous season's work.

GEORGIA WOMAN OPENS WAY 
FOR WOMAN MEMOIR WRITERS 


We have reason for self-congratula- 
tion on what southern pen-women are 
doing for the Confederate cause with 
“human document” work, which, as 
The Literary Digest yays, “fills a niche 
which the bulkiest history cannot ;sup- 
ply.” This is our record in the seven 
years since Myrta Lockett * Avary 
opened the way with her “Virginia 
Girl in the Civil War.” Brooklyn Life, 
in 1903, reviewing this book, said: “It 
is singular that the women of the 
south have made heretofore no contri- 
bution to the history of the civil war 
either in the form of biography or 
fiction.” 

The Outlook, 1905, reviewing “Diary 
From Dixie,” said: “There has been a 
very decided interest of late in semi- 
biographical books reproducing south- 
ern life before and during the civil 
war. Mrs. Avary, one of the editors of 
the present book, was perhaps the first 
to arouse this interest by her ‘Virginig 
Girl.’” 

A northern publisher had said to the 
author: “Book dealers say that south- 
ern women will not buy southern me- 
moirs.”” The deserved success of “Vir- 
ginia Girl” proved to the contrary. It 
succeeded, and the way for the 
brilliant output 8 followed: Mrs, 
Roger A. Pry eace and War,” 
Mrs, Clay’s “Be the Fifties,’’ Mrs. 


“Southern Girl in 
’61,” Mrs. Avary’s “Dixie After the 
War,” Mrs. Chesnut’s “Diary From 
Dixie,” Miss Andrews’ “Wartime Jour- 
nal of a Georgia Girl,” and others. A 
second book by Miss Gay and a book 
by Miss Rowland, of Virginia, increase 
this list. From such human documenés 
as these, says The Dial of Chicago, the 
true history of thecivil war will event- 
ually be drawn. The women who are 
doing this class of work are perform- 
ing a patriotic, a national service; it is 
known not to pay financially—the 
woman bright enough to do it is 
capable of making more money at 
something else. Also, it is known that 
the way of the writer is hard, at best, 
and the way of memoir workers is 
pecullarly hard; those who aid them 
by making valuable historic papers 
accessible are aiding in patriotic work. 

Mrs. Avary’s “Dixie After the War” 
was greeted by The Dial of Chicago 
as the first on reconstruction by a 
woman. Her latest service ts bringing 
before the public the prison journal of 
Alexander H. Stephens (‘“Recolleations 
of Alexander H. Stephens,” by Double- 
day, Page & Co.); her next is sa to 
be a most valuable R. E. Lee book, and 
claims the field.

Financially, Atlanta is in the position of the babes in the wood. 


Somebody must find the way out! 
Take it where you will—in the department of education, streets, 


sanitation, health, fire department, police—one fact stands out in 
singular, solitary and unobscured prominence: 

Atlanta’s income is inadequate to administer the city govern- 
ment on a sufficient, substantial and proper basis! 

Atlanta’s teachers are paid for their splendid services below a 
fair living basis, not because council wants to skimp them, but be- 
cause council cannot find sufficient funds with which to give them 
the needed and merited increase, and at the same time do justice to 
the other departments of city government. 

For the same reason Atlanta remains, comparatively, a dirty city. 
To clean it properly would require almost as many. sanitary carts 
agaifi as are now in use, but they cannot be had with the present 
municipal income. Consequently streets are dirty, garbage cans 
are emptied only about half as often as they should be, and other 
evidences of careless sanitation abound. 

These conditions exist not because council would see them so, 
but because municipal revenue is insufficient to mect the emergency. 
Thus, a deficient treasury maintains a high death rate. 

Progressive street improvements are this year out down from 
$40,000 to $16,000. Why? 

Council did it? Oh, no! Council had to do it; it didn’t have 
the money to meet the demands of a widely expanded community, 
even for essentials. 

Highwaymen nightly ply their trade, poking pistols into the 
faces of Atlanta’s citizens under blazing arc lights, and relieving 
them of their valuables, and there is no policeman at hand. 

“We must have more money to get more men, if we would sup- 
press crime,” cries the police board. 

Why? 


Because the money is not in the city treasury! 


It cries in vain. 


Marietta street widening, an important, essential, imperative 
improvement, is agreed upon, settled and determined. There the im- 
provement stops; the paving cannot be done because council cannot 
find the money with which to do it. 

A fire engine house is completed. Its doors are closed and it 
stands there useless, for it is without equipment. 

The money cannot be found with which to purchase it. 

Who is responsible? 

Council has stretched the cloth it had in the futile effort to 
make it cover municipal nakedness; but somebody, somewhere, has 
failed to take account of growth, and the boy’s trousers are still 
above his knees.

nance could be enumerated; they are all there on the city finance | 
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sheet. 

It is a situation that resolves itself into the homely, but force- 

ful, expression— 

' Something has got to be done! 

First and foremost, taxes upon all real estate within the city 
limits must be equalized. 

No single piece of real estate, whether on the city’s outskirts 
or in its very center, should be taxed one cent out of proportion to 
all others. 

If the basis of taxation is 60 per cent of value, or any other 
percentage, that basis should be applied to all real estate wherever 
located. 


It isa very easy matter to get at these values, if council wishes 


to do it! 


There is another way by which to augment the city’s income— 
put a $1,000 license on the near beer saloons. 

That would close. many of them up, someone says. 

So much the better: it would put what remained of them in 
the hands of responsible parties and more nearly under police con- 
trol; and it would increase the city’s income from this source about 
threefold. 

Then there is the proposal to increase the city tax rate, and 
while there may be a difference of opinion about the city’s going 
back again to the higher rate now that the reduction has been made, 
practically everybody admits that a mistake was made when it was 
put down from one and a half to one and a quarter. 

One thing is certain— 

Atlanta must have more money! 

Increased income must be had, not for extragavant expenditure, 
but for essential maintenance. 

Upon the present basis it is all too apparent that the city can- 
not adequately protect the lives, health and property of its citizens 
and afford them proper education. 

It is equally certain that these things must be done, if Atlanta 
ig to maintain her reputed municipal dignity and build upon her 


established community strength. 
How is it to be done? Where is the money coming from? 
These are the questions somebody must answer! 
Somebody must evolve a plan, cut the path, blaze the trail. 
And council should take the lead—do it now, get the work 
ready, so that the city may talk about it, decide upon it, and, if 
necessary, put it in the shape of a charter amendment to be enacted 
into law upon the very threshold of the coming legislative session.

THE HOUSE DEMOCRATS BEGIN WELL. 


The promised or predicted disciplinary feature of the recent 
caucus of the democratic members of the new house failed to ma- 
terialize, and, for one time at least, Grant’s famous axiom that “the 
democratic party can always be depended upon to act the d—n 
fool at the right time,” was refuted. 

When it appeared from the predictions which were freely made 
that one of the particular and especial objects of this caucus was 
to “discipline” Congressman W. G. Brantley and others by remov- 
ing them from the ways and means committee because they did 
not agree with the majority of the party in all the details of the 
tariff, The Constitution led the press of the country in pointing 
out the danger upon which the party might then and there have 
split. | 

Advance notices of Thursday’s caucus made it appear that all 
those members who took the position that if protection was to be 


the established national policy, southern industries should not be) 


put exclusively on a free trade basis, had been marked for slaughter. 
And at Brantley’s head in particular the ax was aimed. 

It was to be a complete cleaning out from the ways and means 
committee, and practically from party councils, of those who had 
differed with the majority upon any detail of the tariff—no matter 
what. 

The Constitution then sounded a warning; for although it was 
difficult to believe democratic congressmen were so intemperate 
as to play so easily into the hands of its enemy, it must be admitted 
that surface indications pointed to the possibility, if not probability, 
of that serious and inexcusable blunder. 

Happily, however, The Constitution’s warning was heeded and 
wiser counsels prevailed. Congressman Brantley continues to be 
a member of the ways and means committee. 

To have ignored The Constitution’s warning woukl have been, 
as Congressman Brantley pointed out, to have carried party strife 
and dissension to the floor of the house, and there would then have 
been no question as to where to place responsibility. 

With the new duties of naming the house committees and there- 
by, in a measure, shaping all legislation, the committee on ways and 
means assumes an importance it has not known before in the his- 


tory of the national legislative body. 

It becomes all the more essential, therefore, that the new com- 
mittee should be organized not only upon a basis of strength, capa- 
bility and worth, but upon a solid foundation of party harmony 
and understanding. 

In other words, the new ways and means committee should be 
organized solely upon a working business basis. 

If the caucus had proceeded upon any other theory, if it had 
carried out its alleged “disciplinary” policy, not only would it have

WHEN POLITICAL TERMINOLOGY FAILS. 


Gauged by the following pungent extract from The Kansas City 
Star, the old, baffling riddles regarding what constitutes a “demo- 
crat” or a “republican” must be revised to cover the two branches of 
divergent opinion in both parties: 

Standpatters have pointed with exultation to the fact that you may describe 
the representative as a progressive, and by that description fail to denote

Creeds as radically 
divergent as those represented respectively by the standpatter or 
the insurgent are not to be reconciled by one party defeat, or by any 
other agency in a hurry. 

Time and events are the sole arbiters of what shall eventually 
issue from the melting pot. 

So far as the democracy is concerned, the situation is even more 
delicate. 

The republicans, being in a sense onl negatively responsible 
for legislation after the close of the present regular session, will have 
a long siege of peace, during which they may, if so disposed, locate 
themselves and patch up party quarrels.

What he had really set fire te was a “haycock.” The baw seems to be bounded 
by the dictionary, and the incendiary went free. But the hay is still burned. 


[s it any wonder that America is indicted abroad as a “nation 
of killers?” And is it any wonder that here at home many people 


}combine impatience for the law with contempt by its tortuous and 


inadequate processes? 

Tyranny by technicalities covers, of course, just one phase of 
the situation. 

Kqually reprehensible is apathy of public sentiment, or the 
dominance of the maudlin element, whether expressed in the jury 
box, at the polls or before the bar of executive clemency.

The federal immigration commission 
has made its report, and the old war 
is‘on between the restrictionists and 
the anti-restrictionists over the liter- 
acy test. 

The commission recommends the ex- 
clusion of all immigrants who cannot 
read and write in some language, as 
the simplest method of cutting down 
the flow. And that the flow should be 
cut down, they pile up facts to show 
that so long as every rise in wages 
Operates merely to suck in unlimited 
surplus populations from Europe and 
Asia, no permanent raising of our own 
standard wil! be possible. 

On the other hand, those who are 
zealous that the United States shall 
not be closed to the oppressed of other 
nations, point out that it is not the 
cultural deficit of a husky country lad 
of Croatia that threatens American 
etandards. It is the fact’that he selis 
his working day for less money than 
a family can live on that counts. 

Now, in Australia, they have adopt- 
ed minimum wage legislation. These 
laws provide that in any depressed 
trade a board representing the em- 
ployer, the employe and the public, can 
set a standard of pay below whith no- 
body can be hired. Ideas of freedom 
of contract, and the effects of inter- 
state competition which might push 
to the wall any industry or state 
which tried to raise wage standards 
by law, have stood in the way of such 
a Plan In the United States. But why 
not apply it nationally to the current 
of immigration itself which floods in 
and Keeps the day laborer rate down 
below a living wage in all industries? 

Let us 100k at the situation. 

[f, by poverty, is meant the inability 
of an adult male to maintain a family 
on his earnings then American day 
laborers fall as truly below the pover- 
ty line as the 27 per cent of families 
that Rowntree found in York or the 
20.7 per cent that Booth discovered in 
London. The rapid expansion of in- 
dustries and the constant inflow of 
new immigtants have disguised the 
situation; but the figures which the 
commission gives, drawn not from one 
industry but from twenty, clear away 
these disguises and we see the brutal 
fact that unless a woman supplements 
the wages paid her man by corpora- 
tion or contractor, she cannot bring 
up eohildren. The commission gatn- 
ered 750,000 individual schedules, vis- 
ited 23,000 familles, made detailed re- 
ports on 260 communities. Of more 
than 22,000 srage earners. @ighteen 
years of age or over, writes W. Jett 
Lauck, expert in charge of the in- 
dustrial investigation, the average an- 
nual earnings were only $455. Lass 
than two-fifths of all immigrant house- 
holds were supported solely by the 
earnings of the husbands, and more 
than one-fourth derived part of their 
maintenance from boarders or lodgers. 

“True,” writes Professor H. Parker 
Willis, editorial adviser of the com- 
mission, “q@ very large percentage of 
immigrants have come to this coun- 
try either unmarried or without their 
wives and children; but where families 
it is necessary for the wife to 
perform a substantial amount of paid 
work in order to keep the family to- 
gether. The percentage of women thus 
employed is matertally greater among 
immigrants than among native Amer- 
icans, thus showing the extent to which 
the immigrant has been reduced: not 
merely personally, but in family life, 
to a basis of commercial exploitation.” 
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Kellogg. 


In other words, as a family propost- 
tion, the common laborer cannot make 
| both ends meet on the wages he gets 
| in, America. As a social group, Amer- 
lican common iabor is shown to be 
bankrupt. 

Enormous impetus has been given to 
American industries by the exploita- 
tion of this raw labor supply. It Is as 
if the chambers of a coal mine, once 
, cleared with pick and chain-saw, were 
|}automatically to flood themselves with 
/new fuel to be had for the digging. It 
is not enough to urge that the men 
scatter into the country districts after 
transitional! work ay unskilled labor. 
Crowded tenements, insanitary mill- 
town courts, construction camp bar- 
racks and the shacks of outlying 
mining towns are scarcely reasonable 
way-stations to country life. Nor {is it 
enough to urge that the unskilled men 
move up to the highly-paid grades. 
Even if this were so, the group re- 
mains—60 per cent of the whole force 
in steel production, for tnstance—and, 
unless.there is a change in industriai 
policy, hundreds of American towns 
will permanently bear the stamp of 
household life at under $2 a day. 

We say. in our child labor certifi- 
cates, that a child cannot go to work 
until he is 14, afid until he has gone 
through a certain grade in  schoo!. 
Why not have an immigrant labor 
certificate and provide that until an 
alien is naturalized he cannot be hired 
for less than a living wage, say $2.50 
per day? If he wants to sell his labor 
for a song after that, he can do so aa 
a free American citizen, but, while he 
is a greener, his helplessness could not 
be used to cut down wages. The adep- 
tation of thts principle of the Austra- 
llan minimum wage might, it seemg to 
the writer, be made the basis of a na- 
tional program of immigration contro! 
more comprehensive and simple than 
any yet advocated. As it would tnvolve 
aliens, who may be disposed to heave a 
different constitutional status from na- 
tives, it would seem that a measure 
could be framed which would avoid 
the question of freedom of contract in 
its ordinary form. The measure might 
also be limited to corporate employers 
(and contractors for corporations) who 
are recipients special legal ad- 
vantages not possessed by individuals, 
and might, therefore, be subjected to 
the imposition of this restriction in 
hiring. By such a provision the plan 
would not interfere with the minor em- 
ployments of farm and store whicb ab- 
sorb a proportion of each vear'’s new- 
comers. The proposal would give new 
aligninent to the forces for and against 
limmigration restriction in this 
try. The various patriotic oreaniza- 
tions which are opposed to sinitting off 
America as a refuge for the onpresxed 
would find in such a law no impassable 
barrier, and at the same time it 
tend to hend their energies 
constructive schemes for 
their co-religionists and 
trymen throughout th 
upon the farms Its ¢ 
tion on American industrial conditions 
would be even more important. Lf 
$2.50 worth of labor had to be gotten 
out of a man in a day, the work would 
be put into his hands as a developed 
stint, and not as a piece of lumbering 
drudgery. The effect on the organiza- 
tion and pay of skilled labor would he 
cumulative; nor would the change come 
at once in such a way as to dislocate

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LAW AND INJURED WORKMEN: 
ODDS WHICH FAVOR EMPLOYER

A great problem of our industrial 
system is how to compensate workmen 
fairly for accidents receiveq while 
serving their employers. Since the 
United States supreme court declared 
the federal] employers’ liability act of 
1806 unconstitutional the states have 
the responsibility for providing ade- 
quate protection to most of the vast 
army of the employed. 

To understand why tfIegisiation is 
needeq we must know something of 
the general law of negligence in per- 
gonal injury cases. If a person in- 
fures another accidentally through 
earelessness, he is civilly liable for 
the harm, reckoned in money, which 
his heedlessness caused. It is only 
fair that one who Is unduly careless

not recover. A master is responsible 
for the negligence of his 
while engaged in work for him.

The handle was merely clamp- 
ed on instead of being forged on as 
they are in the newer buckets. But 
since the old and less safe type is stil) 
in common use, the plaintiff had no 
redress. The danger from this cause 
was decided to be an ordinary risk of 
the employment. 

Besides ordinary exposure, an em- 
ployee assumes a)l extraordinary risks, 
such as those from defective machin- 
ery, if he knew or should have known 
of the danger and continued working. 
For instance, a 17-year-old girl in a 
laundry called attention to a loose 
board in front of the rolls, but did not 
stop working. Finally, while cléan- 
ing the machine, this board flew up 
and thrust her hands into the ma- 
chine, where they were crushed. She 
was not allowed to recover damages 
because she had gone on working 
when she ought to have Known it was 
dangerous to do so. 

Finally, an employee assumes the 
risk of all dangers from careless, in- 
efficient or ignorant co-workers. As 
between master and servant, the for- 
mer must merely use reasonable care 
in hiring assistants of ordinnary skill 
and carefulness. Perhaps a yard mas- 
ter places a car of dynamite at the 
end of a train instead of in the mid- 
die, as the rules would require, and 


las @ result hundreds of miles away the 


dynamite car suffers a collision and 
is blown up. A cow browsing in a 
pasture near by and a station agent 
at his lonely post in a country depot 
next to the fleld are killed. The farm- 
er can recover for his cosa, but the 
station agent’s widow has no redress, 
for her husband was a fellow servant 


of the man whose mistake caused his, 


death. Yet he had no more to do with 
the yard master’s act or with his em- 
ployment than did the cow. 

All who work for a common employ- 
er in furtherance of the same purpose 
are fellow servants, though miles apart. 
The brakemen, conductors, engineers 
and firemen of a railroad, even if on 
different trains, are fellow servants. A 
girl in the tailoring department of a 
store and an elevator boy working for 
the same company have been held to be 
fellow workers, Foremen, bosses and 
even superintendents are usually con- 
sidered co-workers, unless the rule its 
specifically changed by statute, of the 
men under them, so that even i¢ an ac- 
cident occurs as a result of following 
the direct orders of a superior the em- 
ployer is not liable. 

In addition to profiting by these 
three modifications of the general law 
of negligence, the employer has stil] 
another defense—contributory negii- 
gence—whieh applies in all cases. . He 
escapes penaity for admitted negli- 
gence if he can prove that his employee 
by his own negligent act or omission 
contributed to cause the accident. Al- 
thowzh possibly fair theoretically, this 
works hardship usually rather than 
justice. A brakeman often rides un- 
necessarily on the pilot of an engine or 
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& member of a track gang goes be- 
tween cars instead of around to cross 
the tracks. Recklessness is sometimes 
merely the outcrop of boyish dare- 
deviltry, sometimes in the case of be- 
wildered foreigners it is really stuplid- 
ity and awkwardness. But much of it 
is the fearlessness and uneoncern that 
are nedessary for dangerous work. How 
long would a cautious structural] tron 
worker or bridge builder who was 
“careful of himself” hold his job? 

As though the employer 4td not have 
odds enough in his favor, the plaintiff 
has the burden of proof to shoulder. If 
he {fs unable to make out a pretty 
strong prima facie case, the plaintiff 
is non-sulted. The injured worker may 
have an advantage with the jury, but 
it is difficult to get the case before 
them. If the evidence is equally con- 
Sistent with negligence or non-negii- 
gence on the part of the employer, the 
suit is stopped without a submission to 
the jury. 

There are further 
long delay before trial is bread and 
butter to the worker, but merely a 
postponement of annoyance to the em- 
ployer. The plaintiff's witnesses must 
usually be fellow workmen, whose po- 
sitions are often at stake if they do 
not stand by the employer. 

All these unfair conditions grow 
from the legal misconception that ev- 
ery workingman, from the American 
locemotive engineer, belonging to a 
strong union, to the newly-landed 
tongue-tied and bewildered greenhorn, 
Is on equal terms with the Standard 
Oil Comupany or the United States 
Steel Corporation. 

The law assumes that the workman 
is as free to accept or refise a place 
as the corporation is to take him or 
drop him. The law assumes that the 
“grieving widow of anignorant laborer 
is equal in a legal battle of wits to 
the experienced and hardened claim 
agent. The law assumes that the 
common laborer can secure witnesses 
to swear to the employer’s negligence 
as easily as the latter can to sweat 
to the worker’s contributory careless- 
ness. 

Admitting that these abstract theo- 
ries no longer fit modern industry, 
we can try to remedy the conditions 
in two ways. We can amend the 
present law piecemeal and take away 
the unfair defenses of the employer. 
Almost every state has taken steps 
in this direction. Several have modi- 
fied the fellow servant rule. An- 
other group of statutes abolish the 
“assumption of risk rule” if the én- 
jury resulted from a violation of stat- 
ute. A few states for awarding dam- 
ages have adopted the principle of 
“comparative negligence.” In one 
state or another there is precent for 
almost any change that may be de- 
sired, 

The other way is by law to require 
each employer to compensate employ- 
ees injured while at their work, ac- 
cording to an established uniform 
rate, regardless of negligence (except 
for wilful misconduct). This plan 
has been in force in England since 
8197. It makes each industry bear its 
own cost in lives as well as in depre- 
elation of machinery. Wmployers will 
insure against this risk and market 
the product at a price to cover the ex- 
penses mw that the burden will be 
distributed among all consumers, in- 
stead of falling on the ,individual 
worker. This is a radical departure 
from old.theories of liability ,but it 
is reasonable and just, and is the 
most economical way to distribute 
these losses vital of industry.

January 21.—<Austrians are 
staggering under a painful shock, 
causeq by the unsuspected depravity 
of tourist mankind. 

Until three weeks ago they cherish- 
ed the dear delusion that their scen- 
ery had escaped desecration by rich 
and vulgar tourists. Especially, said 
the native guidebooks, Tyrol is un- 
spoiled. No male loungers in eve- 
ning dress, no insipid belles in Merry 
Widow hats profane our austere hills. 
Our tourists are simple, hardy visitors 
who come to commune with awful na- 
ture. ‘ 

“The women.” wrote Herr Falck in 
his book, “wear blouses and serge 
skirts, and the roughshod men bring 
their baggage in knapsacks. A shirt,| 
a toothbrush, a thumbed volume of 
Grillparzer are all they need. Yes, our 
Tyrol is unspoiled and cheap; and 
alone in corrupt, luxurious Europe it 
recalis the Golden Age.’ 

And now murder is out, and the 
native guidebooks are being thrown 
into the fire. The tragedy happened 
thus: 

In the skyscraping Dolomites, near 
an azure lake which images piercing 
Mount Latemar and myth-girtRosen- 
garten, rose until lately the mighty 
Karersee hotel. It sheltered 500 tour- 
ists of prosperous mien, who usually 
seemed quite as keen on their dinners 
as on awful nature. Sometimes the 
modest herdsmen around caugiit sight 
of decollete shoulders, and starched 
shirts; and the gigantic hat-boxes 
hardly seemeg to indicate excessive 
simplicity. But people who nurture 
illusions know when to shut their eyes 
and Vienna’s newspapers chorused: 
“Thank heaven for glorious Tyrol, the 
cheap, the Arcadian, the free!”

And when they claimed compensation, 
the court, regardless of Austria's feel. 
ings, demanded lists of their losses. 

The lists are now b@ing published, 
and a cry of anguish is rising from 
disillusioned Austria. I*or in luxury, 
show, and vanity it appears that simple 
Tyrol is no better off than Paris, or 
Sinful Monte Carlo, or millionaire 
Newport, R. I. 

In order to be suitably dressed for 
climbing Rosengarten, and wandering 
through the forests on Latemar, most 
of the Karersee tourists brought more 
robes, and hats, and jewelled adorn- 
ments than oe fit in the trousseau 
of a Vanderbilt bride. 

A pretty lady from Hamburg claims 
for seventeen dresses, valued at $1,900, 
for fourteen hats valued at $400, for 
five evening mantles and cloaks, and 
for eighteen pairs of lacquered shoes.

But these fraudulent arguments tm- 
pose only on the few, “The legend of 
Tyrol’s Arcadian simplicity,” say the 
many with a sigh, “is vanished never 
to return.” 
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CHAPTER I. 

T was a quiet night tn the Tivol. At the bar, 
which ranged along one side ef the large chinked 
log room, leaned half a dozen men, two of whom 
were discussing the relative merits of spruce tea 
and lime juice as remedies for scurvy.

The atmosphere of the place changed with his com- 
ing.

Men who entered from the street felt it immediately, 
and in response to their queries the barkeepers nodded 
at the back room and said comprehensively:—*Burn- 
ing Daylight’s on the tear.” And the men who en- 
tered remained and kept the barkeepers busy.

want to double the emphasis with 
which I have written upon every 
other subject when I! take up that of 
the care of the teeth. 

I may have said before that no 
woman is beautiful without fine 
teeth and no woman can be plain 
who has them. But that is some 
thing ome cannot say too often and 
that I repeat, as the lawyers say, 
“without fear of successful contra- 
diction.” 

A good mother may well pray, 
“Give me the intelligence and infor- 
mation to enable me to take good 
care of my baby’s teeth.” 

I have already said in a previous 
article that a careful mother can 
prevent a child’s mouth. becoming 
badly shaped by keeping him from 
sucking his thumb. Let the teeth 
have a fair start by letting the 
child’s mouth grow into proper 
shape without any such hindrance. 
For the same reason, among many 
other reasons, watch the child’s 
method of breathing. If the nostrils 
seem closed and the babe breathes 
through its mouth, it proSably has 
adenoids, those growths at the back 
of the nostrils which make breath- 
ing difficult, which give the face a 
strained, tortured look, and which 
distort the shape of the mouth. 
These adenoids can be easily re 
moved by a surgeon, and the little 
one immediately relieved. 

Having taken all these precau- 
tions to make the mouth shapely, 
the teeth with their fair start should 
grow stroight and strong, if the 
Realth of the little one is good. 
Don’t fall into the common fault of 
thinking the first teeth are of little 
importance. As the first teeth are 
bent the second are inclined. Let 
the first teeth receive the same dili- 
gent care and frequent examinations 
from a zood dentist as the second 
ones. 

For the adult teeth the first word, 
as the last, is cleanliness. But 
what a world of difference in the 
methods of obtaining that result! 
Let me first tell you a story illus- 
trating the wrong way. One of the 
Harlem hospitals has this record of 
a girl who died from a careless habit 
of picking her teeth with anything 
that happened to be convenient—a 
bit of broom straw, a ragged, soft 
wooden toothpick, or a pin. But this 
fis the record: 

“A ten-year-old girl was the next 
patient. There was in her neck a 
slight swelling that had been notice 
able for ten days. She opened her 
mouth with difficulty, and the day 
afte? she was admitted to the hos- 
pital a fever developed. Her head 
ached, and she said every tooth in 
her head was sore. She was unable 
to swallow any solid food, and lived 
for a week on milk and soup. She 
died a few days later of lockjaw. 
The mouth was examined, as was 
every other part. of the body, for 
gome wound through which the germ 
of tetanus Yould have entered the 
body. Nothing was found save three 
decayed teeth. These were extracted 
and examined, and it was found that 
the tetanus bacillus had:entered the 
pody through wounds the girl had 
made in the gums by trying to clean 
the teeth with an Infected instrn- 
ment, possibly a soiled toothpick, 
or through the channel offered by 
this carious (decayed) tooth. The 
germ might have been introduced by 
a vegetable that harbored it. The 
radish, for instance, is a carrier of 
such germs.”

mother, Had this child been taught 
the use of a clean bit of ribbon or 
of dental floss, to remove the par- 
ticles of food after each meal, and 
to rinse the mouth with salt water, 
or water in which hag been sprin- 
kled a few drops of peppermint or a 
pinch of soda, and to give the teeth 
a thorough brushing at night, taking 
ten minutes or more for the 

toilet of the mouth if neces- 

sary, the child’s life would 

have been spared. 

A second neglect of the 
principle and habit of clean- 
liness is fn the habit of 
candy eating. I care more 
for the permanence of the 
my teeth than for the brief, 
temporary satisfaction of 
having a sweet upon my 
tongue. Therefore I never 
eat candy. Nor do I eat 
pastry, nor puddings. Yoy 
have always heard that 
Sweets are “bad for the 
teeth.” But that general 
statement is not enough for 
the mind that desires to 
Know. I shall explain to you 
why sweets are enemieg of 
the teeth. I quote an ex- 
pert dentist, who says: 

‘The sugar of commerce is noth- 
ing else but concentrated crystall- 
lized acid, which is very dangerous 
to the general welfare. In former 
times sugar was so costly that only 
wealthy people could buy it. A 
century ago the cost of each pound 
of sugar was $1.25. So few persons 
could afford to eat it that it counted 
but little in the sum of things. But 
now that the low cost of sugar has 
caused 2 genera] degeneration of 
health, it is time to insist upon gen- 
eral enlightenment. °

suffer great pain when Sugar come 
in contact with a tooth not protectes 
by enamel, but otherwise healthy?

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QUESTION OF DRESS IN GERMANY 


IS DISCUSSED BY MRS. HINMAN 


(Written for The Constitution.) 

Munich, Germany. January 21.— 
The German women of wealth give 
the subject of dress considerable at- 
tention, especially the “new woman” 
(for even here the new woman is ar- 
riving). 

The richnegs and elegance of dresses 
and costumes exhibited in the shop 
windows shows that there is a de- 
snand for such things. On the streets 
one meets many German: women in 
elegant tailor costumes. There are 
more jewelry stores here to the block 
than I have ever seen anywhere be- 
fore—not imitation jewelry, for there 
is comparatively little of that sold to 
the Germans; what they make in this 
line is mostly exported to other coun- 
tries. It is the real thing that is sold 
here, and in greater variety and more 
artistic designs than I have ever seen. 
There are hundreds of little jewelry 
stores where the proprietor designs 
and makes much of his own wares; 
the goldsmiths and metal-workers of 
Germany have never lost the cunning 
artisanship for which they were cele- 
brated in the middie ages and still do 
most exquisite work. The larger shops 
display all sorts of jewels of the rich- 
est and most expensive kind and the 
wealthy German woman wears them. 

One meets on the streets of Munich 
many young girls who are very inex- 
pensively dressed, even cheaply, per- 
haps quite of the latest mode, who 
yet have a something about 
which removes their costume from the 
commonplace. It is the presence,of the

mn Munich which influences and creates, 


this style of dress. They do not stand 
for conventionality and create a style 
of their own quite independent of the 
latest dictum of Paris. Anything out 
of the usual—a novel and daring com- 
bination of colors, a unique way of ar- 
renging the heir, a bit of ribbon, a 
string of ‘tbeads—originality of any 
kind, if it is artistic, attracts as much 
attention as the latest Paris creation.

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ATLANTA GIRL DESCRIBES _ 
CHRISTMAS IN GERMANY 


Ruth Hinman, the 18-year-old daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. George Hinman, 
describes from a child's viewpoint 
Christmas — observances in Germany. 
The letter was written to a school 
friend in Atlanta, and follows: 

The Germans do not decorate much 
for outward show. Christmas Eve is 
the great time here—more than Christ- 
mas day. They do not have a big 
Christmas dinner, but everybody has a 
tree (not holly, but “tannen-baum,” a 
kind of pine), and plenty to eat. The 
tree is kept until after New Year's day, 
and lighted every evening. It was a 
great sight to see the trees on sale the 
week before the time. The peasants 
came in with great loads of them of 
all different sizes and shapes, from 6 
inches to 10 and 12 feet high. At every 
corner on both sides of the street and 
on Ludwig Strasse (the main street 
here), all the way clumps of trees 
could be seen with some one moving 
about among them—all of them mount- 
ed on blocks of wood which one could 
often see the peasants making. Many 
flowers were also sold. Alpine heather 
(also grown in the Bavarian high- 
lands), mistletoe, clumps of pine and 
other things that I have never seen. I 
did not see but one or two wreaths. 

Now, I am going to tell you what we 
did all day. At 8 o’clock we had our 
tree, and we followed the German cus- 
tom of putting the presenfs on the 
table and leaving the tree just for 
decoration. At 11 o’elock Gretchen 
came over and we had chocolate and 
cakes, then dinner. Late in the after- 
noon we went to the dining room to 
see Frau Sibin’s tree, a great big one, 
all trimmed with ornaments and 
“snow” and silver paper cut in long 
slender strips which looked like icicles 
as they glittered in the candle light. 
More to eat, candy,-nuts, raisins, dates 
and punch to drink (a kind always 
made on Christmas). Then supper— 
we did not want anything more to eat 
by this time. 

After that Gretchen came for us, and 
we went to her tree. She was very 
much excited, as “The Christ Child” 
had not yet beentosee her. Cara was 
quite as much so to think of seeing an- 
other tree. We had just taken off our 
wraps when a bell rang. ‘Everybody 
jumped up and ran into the room 
where the tree was. Miss Berta Him- 
ler began playing a Christmas carol, 
and everybody sang. The -servants 
came in and sang, too. When she had 
finished a friend who was present gave 
her a bouquet: “For — beautiful 
playing,” she said.- the gifts 
game. They were all on the table, anq 
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each one gave the other what she had 
made for her, saying some nice little 
thing about hoping it would be ac- 
ceptable and other nice speeches. Miss 
Himler gave her aunt a beautiful linen 
tablecloth which she had embroidered 
for her, and Gretchen. gave her a 
smaller one, and they hugged each 
other and seemed very happy. Then 
something more to eat. 

When I went in I felt as though I 
should fall if they asked me to eat 
another one of their big heavy cakes, 
but I had to. A large (very large) 
dinner plate was put before me with 
cakes, cakes, cakes, candies, nuts, ap- 
ples, gingerbread men, angels, stars 
and everything else you can [fmagine. 
I had to eat something, and then @ 
large glass of hot punch! (I had swal- 
lowed two glasses of almost the same 
thing at Frau Sibin’s feast.) I have 
never seen so much to eat, not dainty 
and small, but great big things, usual- 
ly home-made. , 

While we were eating a man came 
around and played a Christmas carol— 
“Holy Night’—on some instrument I 
did not see, and everybody (servants, 
too) sang, for, though they did not eat 
with us, they had their presents with 
the family. Then they gave the man 
fifteen pfennigs (about 4 cents); he 
gave his “besten dank” and made a 
bow, then left. We, too, soon left, 
feeling that we had seen a real Ger- 
man Christmas. Was it not lovely of 
them to invite us? And the nice part 
of it was that they did not consider it 


necessary to give us presents—those 


were just for the family.

To those who live in the south, or 
who think of living there, pecan grow- 
ing, and all that pertains to it, is of 
@pecial interest. As soon as it is 
known among southern farmers and 
landowners, that pecan trees will not 
only afford pleasure but also a coneld- 
erable profit, their culture will be still 
further extended. Indeed, it is the 
farming class of people who are most 
favorably situated for easily profit- 
ing by the g of nut trees. They 
have the land in the odd corners of 
the flelds, along lanes and public roads 
and ebout the farm buildings where 
trees of any Kind could be planted to 
improve the appearance of the farm 
and really enhance its selling value. In 
the selection of trees for shade or or- 
nament, nothing fills the requirements 
better than the nut trees suited to the 
locality in which they are to be 
Planted. 

That there is a growing interest 
throughout the south in the planting 
of nut trees was strongly evidenced 
by the large attendance of enthusias- 
tie delegates at the National Nut 
Growers’ convention, which was re- 
cently held at Monticello, Fla. Among 
the sixteen states represented there 
were delegates from Nebraska, Minne- 
sota, Illinois, Michigan and other 
northern and western states [n addi- 
tion to all the southern states. This 
body of nut growers is truly national 
in ite character and while it gives 
considerable attention to the pecan by 
reason of the importance of this, tho 
richest and finest-flavored of all the 
nuts, it is doing all itcan to promote the 
culture of all kinds of nuts in all parts 
of America. It is making special ef- 
forts to have small growers plant a 
few trees, for it is upon these growers 
that the market must depend mainly 
for its supplies. 

The pecan industry offers eplendid 
opportunities for safe and profitable 
investments. No one who has investi- 
gated it or who-has engaged in it un- 
der proper conditions could decide oth- 
erwise, and the advantages have had 
the effect of attracting promoters in 
various parts of the country so that 
companies for planting pecan groves 
are springing up in many states. 

The aesociation encourages every 
person with sufficient land to grow a 
tree, to plant a nut tree both for fruit 
and shade. It encourages, as well, the 
large growers, who are planting with 
the expectation of harvesting their 
own crops. They do not condemn per- 
sons who are setting out trees with 
the avowed purpose of selling to oth- 
ers, if such persons are conducting 
an honest, business and living up to 
their contracts, : 

“But there are those in the pecan 
business,” safd President J. B. Wight, 
of Catro, Ga., in his very conservative 
remarks on this point, “who having lit- 
tle or no knowledge of the industry, 
are exploting it simply for the 
money there is to be made by setting 
trees and selling the land in small 
tracts ‘to non-residents, and without 
special regard to the financial welfare 
of the purchasers. There are somé6, at 
least, who, by garbled statements and 
one-sided facts, have excited hopes 
in these purchasers that they will 
never realize. Many of them will be 
disappointed, and some will lose 
money. The National Nut Growers 
Association does not stand sponsor for 
these so-called ‘investment’ compa- 
‘Hies. I do not condemn all of them, 
but I do insist that they deal fairly 
with the public, and-I advise investors 
to look well before they purchase, 
There is money to be made in legiti- 
mate, intelligent pecan growing, and 
there is money to be lost when it is 
enterprised otherwise.” 

Many Trees at Monticello. 

Monticello was an ideal location for 
a meeting of nut growers. Probably 
more nut trees are growing there than 
around any town in the United States. 
In the eight nurseries at this point 
there were at least a quarter of a mil- 
lion trees for the trade this season, and 
probably a million seedlings waiting 
to be budded and grafted. While the 
demand for trees is large this year, 
the president warned growers of the 
danger of flooding the market with 
pecan trees. As to the over-produc- 
tion of nuts, those who have studied 
the subject do not believe that the de- 
mand will be met within the present 
century. 

The second day was spent in visiting 
the murseries, and gave rare oppor- 
tunities for beginners and for those 
familiar with the work, as well, to see 
the business conducted on a large 
scale. Nursery trees were seen that 
had made a growth of from 8 to 12 
feet in a single season; gangs of 
twenty or more laborers were seen at 
work digging the trees with care not 
to injure their long, large taproots. 
The packers were seen at work, and 
the special methods of handling this 
stock noted. Orchard trees in all ages 
and Varieties were studied and the test 
orchard of Mr. Carroll, which consists 
of seedlings top-worked to leading 
named varieties, proved of special in- 
terest to all who visited it. A tree in 
this grove just nine years old this sea- 
eon, had yielded as high as a hundred 
pounds of nuts at a single harvest. 
There were other trees pointed out that 
had been top-worked.as late as 1908 
that were bearing this season. 

In the groves around Monticello 
there are probably 40,000 trees of bud- 
ded and grafted pecans ranging from 
1 to 8 years in age. Bome of these 
orchards are now returning nice 
profite to their owners and the fact 
that groves of named varieties have 
begun to come into bearing has given 
ah impetus to the industry. 

Judge U. V. Whipple, a prominent 
attorney of Cordele, Ga., in his ad- 
dress on “Why Pecans,” gave a very 
interesting recital of the incidents that 
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ied up to his becoming a pecan grow- 
er. He regretted that when he went 
to Georgia several years ago as & 
young attorney he had not set out 4 
pecan orcharg so that he might now 
retire with a comfortable income for 
life. A friengd whose judgment he did 
not value very highly at that time, set 
out a grove, but the young attorney 
could not be induced to follow the ex- 
ample. When this foresighted friend 
began to reap fine profits from his 
grove a few years ago the judge be- 
gan to think the matter over with the 
result that after two years devoted to 
careful investigation he became the 
owner of a young pecan orchard, to 
which he is adding every year. 

Pecan trees in common with all fruit 
and forest trees have some insect pests 
and diseases. But none of these will 
seriously handicap the industry except 
where careless and inexperienced 
growers are concerned. These trees 
are free from such destructive troubles 
as walnut and filbert blight, the brown 
rot of the peach, peach yellows or pear 
blight. None of the scale pests has 
ever infecteq pecan trees. 

Adaptability of Trees. 

An important question in connection 
with the growing of pecans is the 
adaptability of the variety to the lo- 
cality in which it is to be planted. 
This subject was very fully discussed 
by Professor C. A. Reed, the pecan spe- 
cialist of the United States department 
of agriculture. He has visited nearly 
all the original trees of most of the 
leading varieties and has brought to- 
gether a vast amount of information 
in regard to the behavior of trees 
planted in localities widely separated 
from the places of their origin. Pro- 
fessor Reed considers resistance to 
Gisease one of the most important 
points in selecting varieties. Next to 
this comes regularity and persistency 
of bearing. 

In the investigations considerable 
attention was given to susceptibility 
to scab. Varieties brought from a dry 
climate, Mke Texas, scab badly when 
planted in the humid climate of the 
southern states east of the Mississippi. 
Among the eastern varieties are gome 
that scab also: Delmas, Mobile and 
some others. The Georgia Giant scabs 
so bady that its planting has 
been discontinued even in the tmme- 
diate locality of its origin. One large 
Georgia grower is now top-workig to 
other varieties, nine hundred Georgia 
Giant trees that have just reached a 
profitable bearing age. The Stuart, 
Schley, Frotscher, Money-Maker, Man- 
tura and some others do not show a 
disposition to scab. 

It was long belleved that the area 
of pecan culture is confined to the ex- 
treme southern states. This was later 
extended to include the “cotton area.” 
But it now seems that pecans are to 
be grown far beyond this restricted 
territory. Two varieties originating 
in Virginia, the Mantura and the Appo- 
mattox, compare favorably with many 
of the southern varieties, and these 
are being propagated for planting in 
the northern area of the pecan Delt 
and in sections far north of it. The In- 
diana variety, which originated in the 
state of Indiana, and the Hodge, which 
also originated in that state, are also 
being propagated in nursery and these 
trees will succeed in territory far 
north of the locality of their origin. 
With Ahe adaptability of these and 
othe? northern varieties to eastern 
and western localities and to the far 
north, and with such varieties as the 


proved their adaptability to widely 
separated localities, it ig likely that 
pecan growing can be carried on with 
marked success in many stetes and 
with some degree of success in most 
of the states of the union. 

Ohio is giving much attention to 


reported some fine specimens in that 
state, some as large as 4 feet in diam- 
eter with_ top spreading 80 feet, per- 
fectly hardly and bearing annual crops 
of nuts. Maryland is making much 
progress fn nut growing and some of 
the finest specimens of seedling pe- 
eans exhibited at the recent conven- 
tion were from Indiana. These and 
other northern states are planting 
Mantura, Indiana and some Stuart, 
Moneymaker ang Schley trees. 

North Carolina is making decided 
progress in nut culture and has just 
won the highest premium at Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, for the best exhibit of 
nuts, although the competition was 
open to any state and there were many 
competing, among them being Texas. 
Professor W. N. Hutt, of Raleigh, the 
state horticulturist, has planted twen- 
ty-seven varieties on the three test 
farms in that sate and has fruited 
some of the southern varieties there. 
The Stuart was as large and as well 
filled as nuts of the same variety 
grown in Mississippi, where it origi- 
nated. He is planting Stuart, Schley, 
VanDeman, Mantura and Appomattox, 
most largely in that ptate. 

Marketing of the Nuts. 

A question of considerable import-

Professor Hamilton K. Miller is one 
of the best-known pecan propagators 
and growers in the sovgth. After his 
graduation he began work as assistant 
Chemist at the experiment station in 
Alabama, his native state. From there 
he went to the Agricultural and Me- 
chanical College at Lake City, Fla., and 
later to the North Carolina experiment 
station. Returning to Florida he be- 
came professor of chemistry at the 
University of Florida at the same time 
doing work In connection with the ex- 
periment etation. Since 1904 he has 
given his time exclusively to the grow- 
ing of nut trees both in nursery and 
in orchard, and is the active head of 
the Summit Nurseries, at Monticello, 
Fla. Professor Miller is exceedingly 
retiring in -his manner. is a deep stu- 
dent, and a hard worker. He is one of 
the best-informed men in pecan culture 
in the south.

SHAM PLEA OF CRAZY 
DECLARED A SCANDAL 


By Special Committee of New 
York Bar Associa- 
tion. 


Syracuse, N. Y., January 21.—A spe- 
cia] committee appointed by the New 
York State Bar Association on the 
commitment and discharge of the 
criminal insane has submitted a re- 
port in which it declares that the 
sham plea of insanity as a defense for 
prisoners accused of serious crimes has 
become a public scandal. As a remedy 
the committee offers the following 
amendment to the penal law: 

“If upon the trial of any person ac- 
cused of any offense it appears to 
the jury upon the evidence that such 
person did the act charged, but was 
at the time insane, so as not to be re- 
sponsible for his actions, the jury 
shall return a special verdict, ‘guilty, 
but insane.’ Thereupon the court shall 
sentence such persons to confinement 
in a state asylum for the criminal in- 
Sane for such terms as he would have 
had to serve in prison, but for the 
finding of insanity. If, upon the ex- 
Piration of such term it shall appear

to the court that such person is still 
insane, his confinement in such 
asylum shal) continue during his in- 
sanity. 

“Further, when such a verdict of 
‘wuilty, but insane,’ is returned in a 
oase where the penalty for the verdict 
of guilty against a sane person is 
death, ench sentence for the insane 
person thus found gullty shall be for 
life. In all such cases the governor 
shall have the power of pardon, after 
such inquiry @s he may see fit to in- 
stitute, upon the question whether it 
will be safe to the public to allow 
such person to go at large.”

Marshfield, Mo., January 21.—At the 
opening of today’s session of the trial 
of Walter Dipley and Goldie Smith, 
charged with the murder of Stanley 
Ketchel, champion middleweight pugil- 
ist, Dipley, put on the stand in his own 
behalf, testified he shot Ketchel in self- 
defense.

New York, January 21.—Although 
every ball player seems to be fitted by 
nature or ability to fill a certain posi- 
tion on a team, it is a fact that most 
players imagine they would “shine” if 
changed about. This is hardly true of 
men whose names are inseparably 
linked with their positions. They either 
have adapted themselves to that work 
or the work has fitted in naturally with 
their ability. One would hardly recog- 
nize Hans Wagner should he play left 
field, Cobb might pass unnoticed as a 
shortstop an@ so on through the gamut 
of stars who have made their positions 
famous. 

It may be said, though, that with the 
exception of pitchers and catchers, a 
really great layer can play almost 
any position, and play it well. The 
great players have so much natural 
ability they could be shifted to an un- 
famillar position, and, mastering its 
requirements in a short time, achieve 
the fame they now enjoy. 

It is the player who is just below 
the magnitude of a “star” that 1m- 
agines he is out of his element and 
should be shifted to show at his best. 
Such players imagine the positions 
they covet are so much easier to play 
than their own they feel that a trans- 
fer would remove the only barrier that 
separates them from being great play- 
@rs. They have substantial proof of 
their contention in the fact that the 
history of the game reveals many in- 
stances where a man has been raised 
from mediocrity to. stardom by a 
change of position. Cy Seymour cer- 
tainly boasted no great reputation as a 
pitcher, but his ability ay-an outfielder 
is a matter of record. 

Wagner had the same experience, 
only he dropped outfielding and became 
the greatest of shortstops. 

Batteries Are Important. 

The batteries can hardly be consid- 
ered in a discussion of this kind, be- 
cause the work of the pitcher and 
catcher is entirely different from that 
of the in and out flelders. Although a 
Player frequently expresses a desire to 
be a pitcher, I’ve never heard one wish 
to catch. Any man catching is surely 
earning all the club pays him, not 
counting the broken fingers and other 
hardships of the position. 

The pitcher has a position that can 
be made difficult or easy, according to 
the man playing it. A cool, level-head- 
ed man who knows every batter will 
have a comparatively easy time, while 
the fellow who depends upon brute 
strength will do some hustling to win 
his game. Then, too, a pitcher only 
works about twice a week, and often- 
times less frequently. It's really up to 
the man himself whether he has a 
rough road or a smooth one as a 
pitcher.

Catching fiy balls is considered as 
something that every player can do 
with ease, and although some men are 
quicker in judging flies, all can per- 
form this duty without half trying. 
About the hardest work an outfielder 
is called upon to perform is throwing 
to the bases. Throwing a man out at 
the plate after catching a fly requires 
accuracy and speed, and the same 
thing applies in trying to prevent run- 
ners taking extra bases on hits or 
balls that get past the inflelders. The 
hardest work of the outfielders comes 
when some pitcher is having a bad 
day and they are forced to run down 
the long hits that go against the 
fences. 

The outfielder who plays the sun 
field is an exception. The sun field is 
the field in which the plaver must face 
the glare of the sun when looking to- 
ward the batter Black glasses are 
worn to counteract the effect of the 
sun, but they are often inadequate, and 
the fans probably can remember times 
when they saw a player run away from 
the ball‘instead of trying to catch it. 
Some men cannot play the sun field, 
and it’s uevaily a joke for them to try. 
The rest of the players are constantly 
reminding them to “look out for your 
or “better wear a mask on top 
of your head. 

Playing the sun field is a strain upon 
@ man’s eyes and such a playeris often 
excused for making errors because of 
the difficulties of his position.

outfielder does his hardest work on the 
offensive. The infield is the real de- 
fensive works and is by far the hardest 
to play. The first, second and third 
basemen and the shortstop are always 
on the jump and each position is diffi- 
cult. irst base is perhaps the easiest, 
because the man playin there. has 
fewerground balls to handle. Of course, 
he handles. more chances than any 
other player; but the majority of the 
chances are thrown balls and a thrown 
ball is easier to handle than a ground 
ball. The first baseman has to help 
field bunts, but not so much as a third 


baseman. ‘ 

Then, too, a first baseman is c¢ Ce 
upon to make but few throws. Shogd 
he field a ground ball he usually runs 
with it val touches the base himself. 
His hardest work is saving the other 
infielders from makiug wild throws by 
being able to leap in the air or scoop 
up the low ones. 

Has Few Chances. 

The third baseman has fewer chances 
than any other inflelder, but the few 
he does handle are difficult. He has 
perhaps the hardest play on the in- 
field to make. With a runner on seéc- 
ond base the batter can give the third 
baseman all kinds of trouble. The 
runner starts to steal, and here is 
where the third baseman has to do 
some quick thinking and acting. if 
he runs to cover third. thea batter may 
bunt and the third baseman, being too 
far back, cannot field the ball. Then 
the other play is when the _ runner 
starts to steal thire and the batter 
only bluffs at bunting, thus drawing 
the third baseman away from his base 
so that he is unable to take the throw 
from the catcher. 

The third baseman being nearest the 
batter cannot judge a ground ball like 
the other infielders—that ts, he cannot 
run in or back up to get a good bound, 
but has to fleld the ball as it comes. 
Then he must be alert at all times, for 
it is up to him to fleld bunts. Hence, 
although the third baseman handles 
fewer. chances than any other inflelder 
his position is the second hardest to 
play. 

The secong baseman 
third. He handles as many 
as the shortstop, but they are as a 
rule easier. In the first place most 
runners are thrown out at first base, 
consequently when a second baseman 
fields a ground ball he has only a 
short toss to first. He can fumble or 
“hoot” a ball and still throw his man 
out. His hardest play ts a ball nit 
over second base or near it. On this 
play he must recover himself after a 
stop and make a long throw. Stow hit 
balls back of the pitcher are also hard 
for him to handle. 

Shortstop the SNusy Bee. 

The shortstop is the reat busy bee of 
the infield, and with runners on the 
bases he has plenty of work to do. He 
handles more actua)] chances and has 
the longest throws. He cannot fum- 
ble a ball and throw any Dut the slow- 
est runners out.

third base, while a runner can easily 
advance from first t@ third on a ball 
batted into right fleld. Consequently 
the second baseman isn’t called upon 
to cover second base very often; he is 
left to plug up the right side of the 
diamond. ~ 

The shortstop usually plays deep, 


thus making all his throws longer, and 
most of his throws are hurried. Balls 
hit between third and short are hardest 
to handle, because the shortstop can- 
not run at top speed for the ball, for, 
if he did, he cov®d not possibly stop 
and throw. He must juage the speed 
of the ball and “slide’’ to it, s0 to 
speak, so that the instant hé reaches 
the ball his momentum will have been 
stopped by his spikes. 

More than any other player the 
shortstop needs a good throwing arm. 


In fact, the work of a shortstop is the 
work of the whole infield combined 
into one position. He has to make the} 
same plays as al! the other infielders 
and a little bit more. As the position 
requires more fielding ability thanany 
other position, a good shortstop wil) 
retain his place for years even though 
he isn't much of a batter.

Sober Thought for Democratic 


Leaders. 

One of the most striking contribu- 
tions to the constructive political lit- 
erature of the season is an editorial 
directed “To a Democratic Leader,” in 
the January issue of The World's 
Work. It starts out by calling atten- 
tion to the fact that the party has 
come into a great opportunity, but it 
is important .to remember that it has 
come into it not by its own virtues, 
but by the faults of its enemies. It 
is not so much a victory that the dem- 
ocratic party has won as a trial that 
it is called upon to face.

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CANADA ACREE 
WITH UNCLE SAM 


Effort for a Reciprocal 
Trade Treaty Succeeds. 


—_ 


Canadian and United States 
Negotiators Announce That 
They Have Reached an 
Agreement as to Reciprocity. 
Terms Not Made Public: 


Washington, January 21.—‘The ne- 
gotiators have reached an understand- 
ing which, when certain formalities 
are completed, will be made public at 
Washington and Ottawa. It is thought 
this way be done next Thursday.” 

Though potent, this joint statement, 
issued by the commissioners represent- 
ing Canada and the United States, was 
all that could be learned at adjourn- 
ment of the meeting today. Thus two 
weeks of negotiation, however, 
brought about aie reciprocal trade 
agreement, 

The Canadian reciprocity conference 
which terminated today was preceded 
by several other attempts, which came 
to naught, the last being about ten 
years ago, when Sir Wilfred Laurier, 
the Canadian premier, headed a dele- 
gation of. prominent Canadians that 
came to Washington during the Mc- 
Kinley administration and attempted 
to secure a reciprocity arrangement on 
a very limited scale. Failure attended 
this movement, principally because the 
reciprocity idea was hopelessly in- 
volved with other important subjects, 
such as tne regulation of the seal 
fisheries and the delimitation cf the 
Alaskan boundary, which aroused the 
national spirit on both sides of the 
boundary to a point that caused an 
abrupt close of the negotiations. 

Reached in Short Time. 


The present movement differed from 
others that had preceded it in the 
absence of long-drawn-out negotia- 
tions, for it is a fact that the im- 
portant agreement announced today 
was reached within: a remarkably 
short space of time, considering ,the 
importance of the subject matter. In 
fact, these reciprocity negotiations 
really occupied much less than a year’s 
time, even allowing for extended pre- 
liminary soundings and exchanges be- 
fore the point of actual negotiation 
was reached. They may be said to 
have grown out of the conferences be- 
tween the United States and Canada 
incident to the allowance to Canada of 
the minimum tariff rates under the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff act of 1909. 
Canada was one of the last important 
countries or dependencies to take ad- 
Vaniage of that section of the tariff 
act. President Taft sounded the first 
official note of the wish of the United 
States to meet these desires, in his 
notable speech at Albany last spring, 
when, in the presence of Earl Grey, 
the governor-general of Canada, he 
voiced the general demand in this 
country for a reciprocity treaty with 
Canada. 
Concrete Proposal to Canada. 


So well was this suggestion received 
in the press that Secretary Knox felt 
justified in making a concrete pro- 
posal to Cenada that commissioners 
should be appointed to see what could 
be done toward framing a reciprocity 
scheme. His proposal was cordially 
received on the Canadian side, and last 
September formal acceptance was 
made. 

The commissioners met in the Cana- 
dian capital 
for five days. They accomplished a 
good deal by a process of elimination, 
and cleared the ground for further ac- 
tion, so that when they again assem- 
bled, in Washington two weeks ago, 
they were fully prepared to resume 
the negotiations and bring them to the 
happy conclusion announced today. 

In the proceedings in Washington 
the United States has been represented 
by Philander 
state; Chandler Anderson, counselor of 
the state department; Charles M. Pep- 
per, of the bureau of trade relations, 
and Chief Montgomery, of the bureau 
of customs. The Canadian representa- 
tives were W. 8S. Fielding, minister of 
finance; William Paterson, minister of 
customs; James A. Russell, tariff ex- 
pert, of the finarice department of 
Canada, and John McDougald, deputy 
minister of customs of the dominion. 


Method Used by a New York 
Concern to Evade Its Per- 


sonal Property Tax. 

In his article in the January Ameri- 
can Magazine on the futility of the 
laws governing personal property tax- 
ation in New: York, A. J. Nock de- 
scribes the following method used by 
one cancern to evade paying this tax: 

“One concern doing a large business 
in New York refused its assessment, 
and reported its headquarters ag at 
Wading River, in Suffolk county. The 
office of such a corporation ought to 
be as conspicuous as the Statue of Lib- 
erty in a place Nke Wading River, but 
the local assessor could not find it, 
never did find it, and the assessment 
lapsed. 

“The inwardness of the case was 
this. The attorney for the corporation 
had a country house at Wading River. 
He had the firm's name painted on a 
very small tin sign, posted unobtru- 
sively above hig kitchen door. Once 
a year or oftener, he addressed a let- 
ter to himself at Wading River in 
care of the firm, dropped it into the 
local postoffice in the morning ani 
tock it out at night; thus being en- 
abled to take oath, if necessary, that 
the firm received mafl at Wading 
River. Then once a year he gathered 
the directors together, brought them 
down from-~New York in his agitomo- 
bile, under cover of darkness, ang to- 
gether, as the law requires, they held 
the annual meeting of the corporation 
at its principal office at Wading River. 

“It Wag an easy matter. he cor- 
poration was there, its sign was there, 
it received mail there, its annual elec- 
tion of officers was held there, aq]! 
strictly as the law directs, and it was 
simply up to the local assessor to find 
and assess it—if he could,”

Detectives Watch at Al- 
bany and Trenton. 


If Any Attempt Is Made to 
‘‘Lorimerize” Members of 


Legislatures of New York! 


and New Jersey There Will 
Be Trouble. 


By Robert Lee Carter. 

New York, January 21.—(Special.)— 
If any attempt is made to Lorimerize 
the senatorial contests there is likely 
to be fireworks immediately, and there 
will be work for grand juries. It be- 
came known today that both at Tren- 
ton and at Albany detectives are keep- 
ing careful watch on the managers of 
senatorial campaigns and on members 
of the two legislatures, so that any at- 
tempt at bribery or the use of other 
improper influenees may be promptly 
discovered and proof sufficient to go to 
the courts. 

Who are employing these sleuths 
does not appear, but that they are upon 
the ground does not admit of doubt. 
At Albany there are not only private 
detectives, but central office men from 
New York, who are also on the ground. 
Insurgent and regular democrats and 
republicans all are under surveillance. 

ivery Move Is Watched. 

Several insurgents have discovered 
that every move they make is watched. 
They have also learned that Senator 
Roosevelt is also kept well informed of 
all their movements. It is said that 
some of these detectives are in the em- 
ploy of the insurgent leaders, who have 
set watch upon the members of their 
own band so there can be no chance of 
tampering. 

Senator Roosevelt said today he 
knew nothing about the employment of 
detectives, but some of his followers 
make no bones of the fact that they 
are watched. 

It is believed this detective survell- 
lance is the result of the irresponsible 
actions of a bunch of Tammany “sharp- 
shooters” and lobbyists, who . have 
been at work here for some days try- 
ing to etsablish friendly relations with 
some of the bolters. No instance of a 
direct offer of a bribe has yet come to 
light. 

The theory upon which these “sharp- 
shooters” have invaded Albany is pure- 
ly a speculative one for which nobody 
in authority is responsible for.

While no one seems to know what

The French law deals far more severe- 
ly with a gentleman thief than with 
an Areche assassin. One asks why 
these Apaches are let off with ridicu- 
lously short sentences, when the death 
penalty ‘exists in Frafae! The answer 
is that the death penalty is pronounced 
only for premeditated murder; the 
Apaches always plead that they meant 
only to’ wound or frighten their vic- 
tims, therefore they get off with sen- 
tences of from six months to three 
years’ imprisonment for murders. 

In many instances an Apache forces 
a life of degradation on a poor work- 
ing girl whose charms he can turn to 
profit. If the girl refuses she is shot 
Or a@tabbed. When brought up for 
trial the Apache says he loved the 
girl and that her refusal of his at- 
tentions incited him to violence; the 
murder is termed a “crime passione!’ 
and the murderers escapes with a light 
sentence, if any is imposed at all.

35,000 Culprits Condemned. 

Last year the orfminal courts con- 
demned 35,000 culprits. Of this num- 
ber about half bad received previous 
sentences. Over 15,000 condemnations 
were passed on minors between the 
ages of 16 and 20. It is claimed that 
the Apaches average-.over 20- murders 
a week—the police themselves often 
falling victims. So little power is given 
to the French police that their lives 
are practically sacrificeq to sentimelt- 
ality. Until a year ago a policeman could 
not use his revolver until ordered to 
do so by a superior officer, no mat- 
ter how grave the danger.

and the pure food service. The men 
in these services are aided by count- 
less private informers—janitors, bar- 
tenders, waiters, petty shopkeepers. It 
is surmised: that there ane about 50,000 
of these private spies. Obviously the 
awful increase of erime is not from a 
lack of proper police protection. 

Ne Death Penalty’ Under Loubet. 

Under President Loubet the death 
penaity was never put into execution: 
the president commuted the sentence 
In every case, President Falliereg fol- 
lowed this precedent during the first 
part of hig term. Last year, however, 
the Apaches grew so defiant that the 
old law of the gulllotine was re-estab- 
lished.

The se- 
lection of the exhibits will be done by 
the county and state agents of the 
farm demonstration work of the de- 
partment of agriculture) We hope to 
bring together exhibits from 100 acres 
whose total output was 12,000 bush- 
els. 
“The boys’ corn clubs throughout the 
south had wonderful success last year, 
and Dr.:8. A. Knapp, ofthe department 
of agriculture, who is directly in 
charge of farm demonstration work, 
anticipates even better results next 
year.

GEORGIA’S NEW PISTOL LAW: 
“TOTER” MUST HAVE LICENSE 


}any person to have or carry about his 
person, any pisto] or revolver without 
first taking out a license from the 
ordinary of the respective ocunty In 
which the party resides, before such 
person shall be at liberty to carry 
around with him on his person, or to 
have in hfs manual possession outside 
of his own home or place of business, 
provided that nothing in this act shal! 
be construed to alter, affect or amend 
any laws now in force in this state rel- 
ative to the carrying of concealed 
weapons on or about one’s person, and 
provided, further, tnat this shall not 
apply to sheriffs, deputy sheriffs, mar- 
shals, or other arresting officers of 
this state or United States who are 
now allowed, by law, to carry re- 
volvers: nor to any of the militia of 
said state while in service or upon 
duty; nor to any students of military 
colleges or schools when they are in 
the discharge of their duty at such 
colleges. 

Section Be it further enacted, that 
the ordinary of the respective counties 
of this state In which the applicant 
resides may grant such Hicense, either 
in term time or during vacation, upon 
the application of party or person de- | 
siring to apply for such license; pro- | 
vided, applicant shall be at least 18 
vears old or over, and shall give a 
bond pavable to the governor of the 
State in the sum of one hundred dol- 
lars, conditioned upon the proper and 
legitimate use of sald weapon with a 
Surety approved by the ordinary of 
said county, and the ordinary granting 
the license shall keep a record of the 
name of the person taking out such 
license, the name of the maker of the 
firearm to be carried, and the caliber 
and number of the same. 

Section 3. The person making such 
application and to whom such license 
is granted, shall pay to the ordinary 
'for granting said license the sum of 
'50 cents, which license shall cover a 
period of three years from date of 
granting same, 

Section 4 Be it further enacted. 
that any person violating any of the’ 
provisions of the above act shall be 
punished as for a misdemeanor, as pre- 
scribed in section 1039 of the penal code 
of 1895, and amendments thereto.

' Hog-Driving. — 

Mount Airy, Ga., January 21.—(Spe- 
eial.)\—An old-time industry of hog- 
friving is being revived by some en- 
terprising farmers from the mounth&ins 
Who buy up among their neighbors 
amy number of hogs they don’t need 
for their own use. 

All that is needed in this very profit- 
able industry is one mule, a big Shep- 
herd dog and two men. In _ these 
droves can be found the old razor 
back side by side with the Berkshtre. 

These porkers are grown ‘mainly on 
the mast and fattened on corn. 

They weigh, when butchered, from 
100 to as much as 300 pounds net each. 

They can be bought in the mountains 
for 6 cents per pound gross, and sell 
readily in the villages on the route 
Where they drive at 10 cents net.
